- But fince both thefe Propertics meet together in the 


Queftion, fince the Pores of Steel are lefs than thofe 
of Tvon, and it’s Particles feemingly connected with 
ftricter Bond, we muft confider the Queition inthe 
And thee are cwo reafons, why 
there is no neceffary connection between the Hard- 
neis of a Body added co the Clofene(s of it’s Pores, 
and a Difficulty of Separation in it’s Minuter Partie 
cles. 1. Becaufe the Pores of fuch a Body may be 
fo Redtilinear as ro be more than a Countervail to 
thofe two Qualities. 2. Becaute common Experi- 
ence teaches us, thar of feveral rhings {ome are more 
Difficule of Separation by one Merhod,and yet more 
Faly by another. And therefore, tho’ the Particles 
of Steel may be more Difficult of Separation by 
Excernal Force, ir does not therefore follow, tharic 
nay not be more Eafy of Separation by the Particles 
of Fire, which by penetrating into it’s Intimate Con- 
texture operaics quire another way. As therefore 
the Particles of fron are more Rigid or Stiff than 
thofe of Steel, fo that Rigidiry may be able to re- 
fift the Particular Modus, whereby Internal Agents 
infinuate themfelves, while the more Pliant Parricles 
of Steel may by chat greater Plianrnefs be fo enfol- 
ded within one another, as to be betrer able to re- 
fift that Different Modus, whereby External Agents 
operate 4 them. And as Steel is Iron purg’d 
from it’s Heterogeneous Particles, {fo the removal of 
thofe Particles with the natural Mutation Conte- 
quent, thereupon may make the Pores of the Body 
to be mere Rectilinear.
